A feast of Good Thing* 


Brown Stock.—Four pounds of beef, 


one large carrot, three onions, one 
small turnip, five pints of water, one 
berry pepper-corn, six cloves, one bay 
leaf, a bunch of herbs. Cut meat and 
bone into pieces, place them with the 
water m a pan, skim well when boiling, 
add then the vegetables, spice, etc. 
Simmer very slowly for "four hours, 
strain and allow it to cool, wheu the 
fat should be removed. 
A second 


stock may be made from the meat by 
adding a few fresh vegetables. 


Salad Dressing for Lobster.—Three 


well beaten eggs, one-half teaspoon of 
salt, one-half teaspoon of pepper, one- 
fourth teaspoon of mustard, one half 
cup of vinegar, a piece of butter the 
size of an egg, stir well, cook in a dish 
of boiling water, let it cool thoroughly, 
then add one-hull cup of cream. 


Smothered Fish.—Pat fl«h in baker, 


covet1 with milk or cream, season with 
butter, salt and pepper, and when ready 
to serve beat one egg to a stiff froth 
and pour over. 


Creamed Potatoes with Cheese.—Cut 


about one pint of cold boiled potatoes 
into pieces about tbe size and shape of 
dice; put them into a chafing dish, and 
wlien thoroughly warmed add one cup 
of milk. Soon as milk 18 absorbed add 
tablespoon of butter and season with 
salt and pepper j cover top with grated 
cheese and serve. 


Graham Bread.—One quart graham 


flour, two teaspoons of yeast powder, 
one pint sour milk with one tea- 
spoon of soda, one-half cup of mo- 
lasses or brown sugar, pinch of salt 
Bake slowly about one hour. 


Snow Balls—Beat one cup fine gran- 


ulated sugar and yolks of three eggs 
until Ught, add three tablespoons 
water and grated rind of one lemon, 
two tablespoons lemon juice, add 
whites of three eg«s beaten stiff, one 
scant cup flour mixed with one and 
one-third teaspoons baking powder. 
Pour into buttered cups, steam one- 
half hour, fill cups two-thirds full. 
Serve with creamy sauce. One-fourth 
cup butter, aid one-halt cup powdered 
sugar sifted, added gradually. Beat 
well together, add 
one-half cup of 


cream, one teaspoon vanilla. Place 
over hot water and stir until creamy, 
but not until oily.

HE CIFY OF RENO WAS INCORPO- 


ratecl by a special Act of the Legisla- 


I ture of the State of Nevada, approved March 
8,1897. 
It is the largest city on the line of 


the Central Pacific -.Railroad between Sacra- 
mento, California, and Ogden, Utah, has had 
a steady and coutinuous growth ever since its 
inception and is situated in the midst of the 
richest agricultural and stock raising country 
between the Sierra Nevada and the Rocky 
mountains 
Its resources are agricultural and 


pastoral rather than those of mines. It is the 
'terminus of the V. & T- R. R. extending 
south with its connection three hundred and 
fifty miles, and also of the N. C. & O. R. R. 
extending north eighty miles. 
It is the seat 


of the State University, of the State Hospital 
for Mental Diseases, and of the State Agricul- 
tural Society. At the general election of 
1896 it cast 1300 votes and its present esti- 
mated population is 6,500. Its assessed valua- 
tion in the yeas 1897 was the sum of $l,745r 
890 which was upon a low and very conserva- 
tive basis of valuation. 
Its -total bonded in- 


debtedness from all sources is $45,000. Th.e 
total rate of taxation in the year 1897 for 
State, county, and local purposes was $2.87 
on each one rumored dollars valuation. 


By its Incorporation Act the City is author- 


ized, subject 10 an affirmative vote of its elec- 
tors >o issue its bonds in a sum not exceeding 
$150,000 for procuring water and construct- 
ing municipal water works, and in a "necessary 
sum for constructing municipal electric light 
•works. 
A special election was called by the 


City Council for October 7, 1897 at which 
election the electors of the ci y voted in favor 
of bonding the city in the sum of $130,000 
for municipal water works and in the .sum of 
$20,000 for a municipal electric light plant by 
a vote of 409 in favor of and 130 against. 
In December. 1897 an action in quo warranto 
was instituted in the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada by Mr. A. G. Fletcher in which the con- 
stitutionality of the Incorporation Act was as- 
sailed upon twelve distinct grounds and also in 
which the legality, regularity, and sufficiency 
of the special election held on October 7, 
1897, 
was questioned. On the 23rd day of 


February 1898, the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada filed its unanimous opinion in trie action 
in which it sustained the constitutionality of 
the Incorporation Act, and the legality, regu- 
larity, and the sufficiency of the special elec- 
tion, in each and every particular, The City 
Council is authorized by law to raise the nec- 
essary funds with which to meet the bond 
interest charges and to liquidate the principal 
by either direct taxation of all property or by 
water and light charges against users or by 
both.
